many as 10,000 people may die 
prematurely due to smog in one 
of our cities," warned Mrs.

Peterson, 
special as­ 
sistant to the President for con­ 
sumer affairs. 
About 35,000 
Government 
academic and 
industrial offi­ 
cials attended the 
conference 
called by Gardner's Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
The economic loss from air 
pollution, Mrs. Peterson said, 
totals 12 billion dollars a year 
or about $65 per person when 
only 15 cents per person 
is 
spent on local 
control pro­ 
grams. 
She said air pollution 
boosts costs of necessities like 
fuel, electricity, telephones and 
food. 
But worst of all, she said, is 
its effects on health and safe­ 
ty. 
She cited rising incidents 
of chronic respiratory diseases 
directly related to air pollu­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Peterson urged

to fight air pollution sim ilar to

over the origin of flu epidemics, 
such 
as the “ Asian flu*’ out­ 
break of 1957 
and the World 
War I 
epidemic which killed 
20 million persons. 
A 
World Health Organiza­ 
tion 
special committee, com­ 
prising 
experts from nine na­ 
tions, is studying clues 
which 
suggest 
that 
animals 
particularly pigs - may 
be 
responsible. 
Dr. 
Martin Kaplan of the 
United States, 
chief of the or­ 
ganization's veterinary public 
health 
section, told a 
news 
conference that the vital clue 
may be found in Communist 
China. 
The origins of major flue epi­ 
demics during the past century 
have all been traced to central 
Asia. It is known that the 1957 
outbreak 
started in Yunnan 
Province in southwest China— 
a big • pig - breeding area. 
But Communist 
China 
is 
barred 
from the United Na­ 
tions, and experts have been 
unable to get any information. 
However, scientists 
know that 
outbreaks 
of influenza reap­ 
pear like clockwork every year 
among the world's pig popula­ 
tions. Laboratory 
tests have 
shown 
that the virus is simi­ 
lar to the human flu virus. But 
there is still a “ missing link" 
positively connecting the two.

chemotherapy, which is treat­ 
ment by drugs. He ruled out 
radiological treatment because 
of the widespread aspect of the 
cancer. 
Barnett is associate professor 
of internal medicine at South­ 
western Medical Schook, a few 
steps from Parkland Hospital 
where Ruby was taken Friday 
from his jail cell. 
The physician also disclosed 
at a morning news conference 
that another tumor 
was found 
Monday in the pleura-the lin­ 
ing of the chest. He said it was 
the same sort of cancer found 
in a lymph node in Ruby’s neck 
Saturday. 
Ruby, 55, is the non-drinking, 
non-smoking onetime nightclub 
operator who killed Lee Harvey 
Oswald, later identified by the 
Warren Commission as Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s assassin. 
“ It is incurable by surgery,’’ 
the doctor said. “Surgery might 
be used for benefit, but not for 
a cure." 


Barnett said surgery could not 
cure Ruby because the cancer 
has spread from the still un­ 
known primary source into the 
lymph system, which is some­ 
what like the blood vessel sys­ 
tem and goes to all parts of the 
body. 
Barnett also said that tests on 
Ruby show that his lungs have 
been 
infiltrated 
by 
“ small 
nodules." He said the “ nodules 
could be cancer or they could be 
something else." 
He added that extensive tests 
are continuing. 
Barnett said drug therapy can 
be successful in suppressing the 
growth of a tumor and can al­ 
leviate pain. 
He said Ruby’s condition re ­ 
mained “ relatively stable. He is 
alert and in reasonably good 
spirits." 
Barnett said Ruby had a mild 
fever today and 
experienced 
“ modest discomfort" from the 
insertion of a second tube into 
his chest cavity to drain 
off 
fluid. 
Monday, 
Dr. Jay 
Sanford, 
head of the medical team at­ 
tending Ruby, had said Ruby 
may survive “two weeks or five 
years. It is not necessarily a 
hopeless case."

Charitable Immunity 
Wins Court Support 


JEFFERSON CITY, MO. - 
The 
Missouri Supreme Court 
refused again Monday, to al­ 
low 
not • for - profit hos­ 
pitals 
to be sued for 
dam­ 
ages. 
However, one judge indicated 
the matter should be looked into 
again soon by the court. 
In another 
case, the court 
upheld 
the right of 
state 
regulatory 
boards 
to make 
rules 
but cautioned that 
the 
rules did not have the force of 
law. 
The doctrine of charitable im­ 
munity 
was challenged in a 
damage 
suit filed by a pa­ 
tient, Maxim Koprivica, against 
the Bethesda General Hospital 
in St. Louis. 
Mr. Koprivica locked himself 
in his room in September, 1964, 
tied some blankets together and 
tried to escape out the 
win­ 
dow. He fell and was injured. 
He sued the hospital for not 
preventing his 
escape 
at­ 
tempt. 
For many years, Missouri 
and other states have 
con­ 
sidered charitable institutions 
immune 
from 
damage suits, 
on the theory that its 
re­ 
sources were devoted to the 
public good, and society as a 
whole had first claim on them. 


The doctrine had been modi­ 
fied or abolished 
gradually. 
Missouri reportedly is one of 
five states now adhering to the 
doctrine of total immunity. 
All six judges of the court's 
Division Two, which upheld St. 
Louis 
Circuit 
Judge Robert 
Kirkwood in the Koprivica case, 
agreed that the attack on chari­ 
table 
immunity should have 
been 
made before the 
trial 
court if the Supreme 
Court 
was to consider it. 
Five of the six pointed out that 
the court had studied the doc­ 
trine thoroughly in 1961 
and 
concluded that it should stand 
‘^n 
the absence of legisla­ 
tion." A sixth judge, James A. 
Finch, Jr., wrote a separate 
opinion 
saying 
he believed 
the court should take another 
look at the doctrine. 
“ We should, if and when the 
question 
is fully presented to 
us on appeal, carefully 
re­ 
view the 
existing charitable 
immunity 
doctrine," Judge 
Finch wrote.

conduct of 
foreign policy." 
The group, which 
includes 
congressional leaders, former 
presidential 
candidates 
and 
governors, said the 
Johnson 
Administration had become “a 
bureaucratic 
jungle, rampant 
with 
overlapping, duplication 
and waste." 
With 
an enlarged contingent 
of House Republicans behind 
him, 
Minority Leader Gerald 
R. Ford of Michigan led a news 
conference attack on what 
he 
called the “ physical mess" the 
committee said has contributed 


to “ a current sluggishness" in 
the national economy. 
Members said the November 
election results “ reflect wide­ 
spread concern over the rising 
cost of living." 
It laid this at 
the door of 
“ the continuously 
rising volume of federal spend­ 
ing," adding. 
“We believe that the American 
people are in no mood to under­ 
write 
further 
non-military, 
non-essential 
spending 
in­ 
creases with still higher taxes. 
“ We cannot meet the needs of 
our fighting forces in Southeast 
Asia plus other pressing de­ 
fense needs, and, at the same 
time, follow a budgetary policy 
that involves larger and larger 
deficits." 
While the committee made no 
formal recommendations in this 
field, Rep. Ford said he thinks 
it would be a “ tragic mistake 
for Congress to approve an in­ 
come tax increase in 1967." 
The committee said President 
Johnson could not be expected 
to exert executive control over 
the 70 departments and agencies 
which 
must report directly to 
him. 
The committee said 25 depart­ 


ments and agencies are con­ 
ducting 
major education pro­

The Republicans assailed the 
increase in the federal payroll 
and called for reorganizations 
of the Post Office Department.

K oprlvtca locked him self 
in his room In Septem ber, 1964, 
tied som e blankets together and 
trie d to escape out the

He sued the hospital for

preventing his 
escape 
at­ 
tem pt. 
For 
many years, M issouri 
and other 
states have 
con­ 
sidered charitable Institutions 
Immune 
from 
damage suits, 
on the theory that its 
re­ 
sources w ere devoted to the 
public good, and society as a 
whole had first claim on them . 


The doctrine had been modi­ 
fied or abolished 
gradually. 
M issouri reportedly is one of 
five states now adhering to the 
doctrine of total im m unity.

MOUNTAINS OF MAIL 
The population explosion is a murmur com­ 
pared to the mail explosion. 
In Washington 
alone, mail volume has increased by 158 per 
cent since 1940 and by 18 per cent in the past 
year. 
The Post Office Department will handle 
around 8.5 billion pieces of mail during the 
current Christmas season, or about 42 pieces 
for every man, woman and child in the country. 
Small wonder, then, that mail service has 
deteriorated. Near-paralysis struck the Chicago 
Post Office in October, due largely to an un­ 
expected flood of third-class mail. At the height 
of the jam, some 10 million pieces of mail, most 
of it advertising matter, lay unsorted and un­ 
delivered. 
The Post Office Department’s budget deficit 
has mounted as fast as the volume of mail. 
By the end of fiscal 1967, the gap between postal 
revenues and expenditures is expected to reach 
$1.2 billion, or $400 million more than President 
Johnson forecast last January. The deficit has 
grown despite such economies as restriction of 
overtime pay for postal employees. 
W ith no end of the mail Ixxmi in sight, the ad­ 
ministration probably will ask Congress for an 
increase in postal rates in 1967. The Post Office 
is said to favor a six-cent rate for priority mail, 
which would include both first-class and airmail 
letters. Overnight delivery to almost any section 
of the country would be guaranteed. 
Meanwhile, the Department is struggling to de­ 
liver billions of greeting cards and gift packages 
by Christmas Day.

Lawrence F. O’Brien has set Wednesday, Dec. 14 
as the suggested deadline for mailing parcels to 
nearby states and Thursday, Dec. 15 as the dead­ 
line for sending greeting cards.

Their pocketbooks con­ 
tain about $1.9 billion in checks mailed out in 
November. 
The figures are probably a 
good 
deal higher, for these data are supplied by the 
Christmas Club Corporation, and some banks 
and savings and loan associations do not run 
their Christmas savings plans in affiliation with 
the New York City outfit. 
The corporation figures that only $715.5 mil­ 
lion, or about 38 per cent of the total, will be 
spent for Chri: tmas gifts. Another $584 million, 
or 31 per cent, will go back into regular savings 
accounts. 
This brings up two interesting questions. One 
is, 
why 
do people save in accounts 
which 
generally do not pay interest - or if they 
do, 
do not pay as much as the going rate for savings 
accounts? The other is, why do banks especially 
encourage this type of business, on which they 
say they don’t make any money because of the 
various 
bookkeeping 
and 
other service 
operations involved? 
The answer to the latter question is the easier. 
Christmas Clubs are a kind of loss leader for 
banks. 
Witness the 31 per cent of the return 
which goes back into regular savings accounts. 
Another healthy helping goes into other banking 
services. 
As for the depositor, the answer is still partly 
a mystery. It probably is that people join their 
Christmas Club because they feel they do not 
have the personal discipline for regular saving. 
With money as tight as it is at the moment, in­ 
cidentally, interest rates as high as 4-1/2 per 
cent are being advertised for next year’s ac­ 
counts in the Washington area.

MAINTENANCE OF PROSPERITY 
The American economy, now' in its sixth year 
of uninterrupted expansion, is beginning to show' 
signs of imbalance and strain. Price inflation 
to date in 1966 has accelerated to three times 
the annual rate prevailing from 1960 through 1965. 
The stock market has been in a slump since 
February. 
And new housing construction is at 
the lowest level since World War II. 
On the other hand, defense orders stemming 
from the Viet Nam war have kept production 
high and unemployment low. Thus, the econom­ 
ic outlook for 1967 is rifp with uncertainty. 
Various 
forecasters 
expect either continued 
prosperity, “profitless” prosperity, or 
re­ 
cession. 
President Johnson believes 
that 
’’there’s never been a better” year than 1966 
and that 1967 “ will be equally...good.” 
'’Tie level of economic activity next year will 


depend in large measure on the President’s 
forthcoming decision on whether to ask Con­ 
gress to raise federal taxes on individual and 
corporate incomes. A tax increase would bring 
fiscal 
policy in line with current 
monetary 
policy, which for the past year has shouldered 
the burden of restraining inflation. 
But it is argued in some quarters that a tax 
increase at this time might set off a reces­ 
sion. 
Rep. Gerald R. Ford (Mich.) the House 
Republican leader, has said that “ a tax 
in­ 
crease in 1967 could be a tragic mistake.” 
Walter W. 
Heller, former chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic Advisers, 
believes that taxes should have been raised 
at least six months ago. The need for such an 
increase is less urgent now than formerly, Hel­ 
ler feels, but it still exists. 
Heller, who served as C.E.A. chairman from the 
beginning of the Kennedy administration to the 
end of 1964, is given a large share of credit for 
the expansion that began in 1961. 
Heller is a 
leading proponent of the so-called New Econom­ 
ics, which draws much of its inspiration from 
the writings of John Maynard Keynes. 
The four cardinal points of Heller’s approach 
to economic policy are that (1) “taxes be re­ 
lated to expenditures in terms of high employ­ 
ment, and that high employment be defined as 
4 per cent unemployment.’” (2) “budget defi­ 
cits be accepted as a natural and useful stimu­ 
lant in recessions” ; (3) “budget surpluses are 
called for when the economy overheats” ; (4) 
periodic tax cuts might be needed to skim off 
the excessive tax burdens generated by econom­ 
ic growth.” 
Now that the economy appears to have over­ 
heated, conservative economists have begun to 
attack the New Economics and 
to insist on 
the correctness of their own views. “ The world 
has discovered once again that money matters,” 
a Fortune editor recently wrote, “and the neo­ 
classic economists are triumphantly reasserting 
their creed, which is that inflation is primarily 
a monetary phenomenon.” It has been noted that 
the amount of money now in circulation is half 
again as great as the amount in circulation only 
five years ago. 
Fiscal policy, jointly determined by the Presi­ 
dent and Congress, and monetary policy, laid 
down by the Federal Reserve System, are 
the 
federal 
government’s 
principal 
tools for 
managing the economy. Ideally, the two policies 
should work hand in hand. 
In practice, as at 
present, they sometimes work at cross purposes. 
Monetary policy for the past year has 
been 
restrictive. That is, the Federal Reserve Board 
by raising the discount rate last December made 
credit more difficult to obtain. Over the same 
period, government spending remained at a high 
level and tax cuts approved in 1964 and 1965 
remained in effect. 
The President is expected now to tighten fiscal 
policy by seeking a tax increase that would yield 
around .910 billion frr*additional revenue. 
The 
trouble is that tax legislation ordinarily takes 
months to make its way through Congress. By 
the time it is ready for approval, the economic 
climate may have changed and the legislative 
remedy may thus appear too harsh or too mild. 
This is one of the risks that President Johnson 
must consider as he faces the most important 
economic decision so far in his administration.

POLICE NEED HELP 
When we read alxmt the increasing crime rate 
in the United States, we realize how dependent 
we are on the police force which is spread all 
too thin now'. 
While we hope no reader has to call the police 
for help or protection, our police are 
doing 
herioc work, willingly each day, or night, as 
they risk their lives to protect us. 
But this 
seems to have been lost sight of. 
More 
and 
more 
they are l>eing abused 
physically and verbally - they have been shot 
at, pelted with rocks, sprayed with paint 
and 
accused of “brutality” when they try to do 
their duty of preventing violence and protecting 
people and their property. 
We have little patience for those who criticize 
the police when anything goes wrong. Sikeston 
especially, is very fortunate to have a dedicated 
chief of police who is developing a fine depart­ 
ment by training and supervision. Let us show 
our appreciation for the risk they 
take for us - 
and we should do this even if we should be ap­ 
prehended for a violation. 
The Chicago Crime Commission has made ten 
recommendations for supporting the work of the 
police, and make it easier for them to find the 
necessary recruits: 
1. 
Report possible crimes. 
2. 
Help the policeman do his duty. 
3. 
Be a willing juror. 
4. 
Be a willing witness. 
5. 
Help the police to help you. 
6. 
Refuse support to organized crime. 
7. 
Keep the peace. 
8. 
Teach children respect for law and order. 
9. 
Support men of integrity in public office. 
10. 
Support groups which stand for honest law 
enforcement. 
If we work together with our police, they will 
respond with greater service in their line of 
duty - and despite the risk of their lives, they will 
reduce crime in our country as it should be.

wer. Others have harassed him 
with law suits which he is forced 
to 
answer. He 
has 
lost 
only one in all his 
34 years 
in 
the 
news 
business, but 
the 
drain of 
his time and on 
his pocketbook 
has 
been 
enormous. 
Yet 
Drew 
is not satisfied 
unless he is drawing 
fire 
from 
both the extrem e right 
and extreme 
left. Only when 
the Communists and Birchites 
are whanging away at him from 
opposite 
sides does 
he feel 
reassured that he is 
follow­ 
ing 
a correct middle course. 
KHRUSHCHEV AND PEARSON 
In 1961, after 
Drew spent 
two days 
at the Black 
Sea 
resort of Soviet Prem ier Nikita 
Khrushchev, he became 
con­ 
vinced that Krushchev wanted 
to be remembered as a man of 
peace 
who 
established 
co­ 
operation and co-existence be­ 
tween 
East and West. Drew 
also felt that Khrushchev was in 
trouble 
inside 
the K rem lin- 
criticized 
by the Red 
Army 
and embroiled 
in a no-retreat 
feud with Red China. 
’'If you say 
a kind word 
about Khrushchev,” I told him 
warily, "the John Birch 
So­ 
ciety's letter - writing brigade 
will bombard every newspaper 
that 
carries 
the column. A 
few timid 
editors might even 
cancel the column.” 
I also disagreed with some of 
his conclusioiusm. 
"I know what I write will be 
unpopular,” he agreed, "but I 
can't 
start pulling punches at 
my age.” 
He delivered his conclusions 
without 
vanish; letters 
of 
abuse 
poured in; a few news­ 
papers did cancel. But events 


ha vp poured 
Drew right 
on 
most of the points he made. 
Drew 
is best read when he 
is exposing 
the cheating 
of 
congressmen, scandals in the 
senate and conflicts 
in gov­ 
ernm ent. His stones 
have 
led to a dozen congressional in­ 
vestigations, 
from Sherman 
Adams to Thomas Dodd. His 
evidence has led to 
the con­ 
victions 
of congressmen An­ 
drew 
J . 
May, 
J. Parnell 
Thomas, 
Walter Brehm, and 
Ernest B ram blett,five-percen­ 
ters 
John Monroe 
and John 
Maragon, and a host 
of em­ 
bezzlers, tax evaders and law 
violators. 
but Drew 
is happiest when 
he is crusading for some great 
cause such as the friendship 
train, people - to • people friend­ 
ship, and 
freedom balloons 
across 
the Iron Curtain, or 
building the bombed 
schools 
and churches of the south. 
Drew may never be as popu­ 
lar as those pundits of the press 
who 
survey the Washington 
scene 
from serene heights, 
often 
passing 
down 
more 
profundities than 
facts. At 
this lofty level, they indulge 
more in weighty judgments than 
in journalistic 
hustling. They 
would 
rather propound than 
pry; interpret facts than 
dig 
them up. 
But 
Drew Pearson 
would 
rather be known by the unof­ 
ficial title the late Gen. George 
Marshall once gave him. When 
people 
high in the Pentagon 
came to Marshall to urge 
a 
crackdown on army leaks 
to 
Drew, 
the General replied: 
"No, Pearson 
is one of my 
best Inspectors General.”

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
MOUNTAINS OF MAIL 
The population explosion is a m urm ur com­ 
pared to the mail explosion. 
In Washington 
alone, mail volume has increased by 158 per 
cent since 1940 and by 18 per cent in the past 
year. 
The Post Office Department will handle 
around 8.5 billion pieces of mail during the 
current Christmas season, or about 42 pieces 
for every man, woman and child in the country. 
Small wonder, then, that mail service has 
deteriorated. N ear-paralysis struck the Chicago 
Post Office in Octolier, due largely to an un­ 
expected flood of third-class mail. At the height 
of the jam, some IO million pieces of mail, most 
of it advertising m atter, lay unsorted and un­ 
delivered. 
The Post Office Department’s budget deficit 
has mounted as fast as the volume of mail. 
By the end of fiscal 1967, the gap between postal 
revenues and expenditures is expected to reach 
SI.2 billion, or S400 million more than President 
Johnson forecast last January, The deficit has 
grown despite such economies as restriction of 
overtime pay for postal employees. 
With no end of the mail boom in sight, the ad­ 
ministration probably will ask Congress for an 
increase in postal rates in 1967. The Post Office 
is said to favor a six-cent rate for priority mail, 
which would include both first-class and airm ail 
letters. Overnight delivery to almost any section 
of the country would be guaranteed. 
Meanw hile, the Department is struggling to de­ 
liver billions of greeting cards and gift packages 
by Christm as Day.

Lawrence F. O’Brien has set Wednesday, Dec. 14 
as the suggested deadline for mailing parcels to 
nearby states and Thursday, Dec. 15 as the dead­ 
line for sending greeting cards.

This brings up two interesting questions. One 
is, 
why 
do people save in accounts 
which 
generally do not pay interest - or if they 
do, 
do not pay as much as the going rate for savings 
accounts? The other is, why do banks especially 
encourage this type of business, on which they 
say they don’t make any money because of the 
various 
bookkeeping 
and 
other 
service 
operations involved? 
The answer to the latter question is the easier, 
Christm as Clubs are a kind of loss leader for 
banks. 
Witness the 31 per cent of the return 
which goes back into regular savings accounts. 
Another healthy helping goes into other banking 
services, 
As for the depositor, the answer is still partly 
a mystery. It probably is that people join their 
Christm as Club because they feel they do not 
have the personal discipline for regular saving. 
With money as tight as it is at the moment, in­ 
cidentally, interest rates as high as 4-1/2 per 
cent are being advertised for next y e a r’s ac­ 
counts in the Washington area.

MAINTENANCE OF PROSPERITY 
The American economy, now in its sixth year 
of uninterrupted expansion, is beginning to show 
signs of imbalance and strain. P rice inflation 
to date in 1966 has accelerated to three times 
the annual rate prevailing from 1960 through 1965. 
The stock market has been in a slump since 
February. 
And new housing construction is at 
the lowest level since World War II. 
On the other hand, defense orders stemming 
from the Viet Nam war have kept production 
high and unemployment lo WL Thus, the econom­ 
ic outlook for 1967 is rife with uncertainty. 
Various 
forecasters 
expect either continued 
prosj>erily, “ profitless** prosperity, or 
re ­ 
cess ion. 
President Johnson believes 
that 
“ there’s never been a better” year than 1966 
and that 1967 “ will be equally...good.” 
'’ lie level of economic activity next year will 


depend in large m easure on the President’s 
forthcoming decision on whether to ask Con­ 
gress to raise federal taxes on individual and 
corporate incomes. A tax increase would bring 
fiscal 
policy in line with current 
monetary 
policy, which for the past year has shouldered 
the burden of restraining inflation. 
But it is argued in some quarters that a tax 
increase at this time might set off a reces­ 
sion. 
Rep. Gerald R. Ford (Mich.) the House 
Republican leader, has said that “ a tax 
in­ 
crease in 1967 could be a tragic m istake.” 
Walter W. 
Heller, form er chairm an of the 
P resident’s Council of Economic Advisers, 
believes that taxes should have been raised 
at least six months ago. The need for such an 
increase is less urgent now than form erly, Hel­ 
ler feels, but it still exists. 
Heller, who served as C .E .A. chairm an from the 
beginning of the Kennedy administration to the 
end of 1964, is given a large share of credit for 
the expansion that began in 1961. 
Heller is a 
leading proponent of the so-called New Econom­ 
ics, which draws much of its inspiration from 
the writings of John Maynard Keynes. 
The four cardinal points of H eller’s approach 
to economic policy are that (I) “ taxes be re ­ 
lated to expenditures in term s of high employ­ 
ment, and that high employment be defined as 
4 per cent unemployment.**’ (2) “ budget defi­ 
cits be accepted as a natural and useful stimu­ 
lant in recessions**; (3) “ budget surpluses are 
called for when the economy overheats” ; (4) 
periodic tax cuts might be needed to skim off 
the excessive tax burdens generated by econom­ 
ic growth.*’ 
Now that the economy appears to have over­ 
heated, conservative economists have begun to 
attack the New Economics and 
to insist on 
the correctness of their own views. “ The world 
has discovered once again that money m atters,” 
a Fortune editor recently wrote, “ and the neo­ 
classic economists are triumphantly reasserting 
their creed, which is that inflation is prim arily 
a monetary phenomenon.** It has been noted that 
the amount of money now in circulation is half 
again as great as the amount in circulation only 
five years ago. 
Fiscal policy, jointly determined by the P re si­ 
dent and Congress, and monetary policy, laid 
down by the Federal Reserve System, are 
the 
federal 
government’s 
principal 
tools for 
managing the economy. Ideally, the two policies 
should work hand in hand. 
In practice, as at 
present, they sometimes work at cross purposes. 
Monetary policy for the past year has 
been 
restrictive. That is, the Federal Reserve Board 
by raising the discount rate last Decem!>er made 
credit m ore difficult to obtain. Over the same 
period, government spending remained at a high 
level and tax cuts approved in 1964 and 1965 
remained in effect. 
The President is expected now to tighten fiscal 
policy by seeking a tax increase that would yield 
around $10 billion in additional revenue. 
The 
trouble is that tax legislation ordinarily takes 
months to make its way through Congress. By 
the time it is ready for approval, the economic 
climate may have changed and the legislative 
remedy may thus appear too harsh or too mild. 
This is one of the risks that President Johnson 
must consider as he faces the most important 
economic decision so far in his administration.

When we read about the increasing crim e rate 
in the United States, we realize how dependent 
we are on the police force which is spread all 
too thin now.

they risk their lives to protect us. 
But this 
seem s to have been lost sight of. 
More 
and 
more 
they are tieing abused 
physically and verbally - they have been shot 
at, pelted with rocks, sprayed with paint 
and 
accused of “ brutality” when they try to do 
their duty of preventing violence and protecting 
people and their property. 
We have little patience for those who criticize 
the police when anything goes wrong. Sikeston 
especially, is very fortunate to have a dedicated 
chief of police who is developing a fine depart­ 
ment by training and supervision. Let us show 
our appreciation for the risk they 
take for us - 
and we should do this even if we should be ap­ 
prehended for a violation. 
The Chicago Crime Commission has made ten 
recommendations for supporting the work of the 
police, and make it easier for them to find the 
necessary recruits: 
1. 
Report possible crim es. 
2. 
Help the policeman do his duty. 
3. 
Be a willing juror. 
4. 
Be a willing witness. * 
5. 
Help the police to help you. 
6. 
Refuse support to organized crim e. 
7. 
Keep the peace. 
8. 
Teach children respect for law and order. 
9. 
Support men of integrity in public office. 
IO. 
Support groups which stand for honest law 
enforcement. 
If we work together with our police, they will 
respond with greater service in their line of 
duty - and despite the risk of their lives, they will 
reduce crim e in our country as it should be.

A WEDEMEYER REPORT 
In my television interview with 
Merv Griffin, 
currently being 
shown, I quoted A. C. Wede- 
meyer, Maj. Gen. U.S.A. (ret.), 
of Rockville, 
Maryland. Fol­ 
lowing is a transcript of tele­ 
phone call from Gen. Wede- 
meyer, to HLH prior to inter­ 
view and read by HLH during 
the interview. 
President Chiang Kai-shek of 
Nationalist China 
authorized 
General Wedemeyer to express 
his willingness, in fact 
his 
enthusiasm, to assist the United 
States in the Vietnam combat 
operations. 
I asked 
General 
Wedemeyer about the military 
capability 
of the Nationalist 
Chinese and he informed 
me 
that 
they have approximately 
650,000 American trained and 
equipped 
forces. 
These 
in­ 
clude forces, air and a limited 
sea force, all of which have the 
most modern American equl- 
ment. 
Gen. Wedemeyer stated that 
in his judgment 
all of 
the 
participants in the Southeast 
Asia 
Treaty 
Organization 
should tie fighting side by side 
with the Americans in Vietnam. 
He pointed out that the SEATO 
Charter calls for 
mutual and 
proportionate 
contribution, 
both 
economic and military, 
whenever the Southeast Asia 
area is threatened by aggres­ 
sion. * 
In Vietnam we have 
an ag­ 
gression by North Vietnamese 
forces prompted and supported 
by Red China. 
The partici­ 
pants in SEATO have not made 
a commensurate contribution to 
the military effort in Vietnam 
and it is believed that diplo­ 
matic and economic pressures 
should be employed to compel 
them to do so. 
He pointed out this striking 
example: although South Korea 
was 
never 
invited to join 
SEATO, nevertheless that gal­ 
lant 
anti-communist 
country 
has contributed approximately 
40,000 
men to the 
Vietnam 
theater. There have been only 
token forces contributed 
by 
members of SEATO other than 
the United States. 
Also, here 
we have Nationalist i 
China, 
although not invited to 
join 
SEATO, willing and anxious to 
help against the 
common ag­ 
gressor. HLH.

community

Swedesburg, la., but 20 miles 
square, Is the busiest place in 
the state early December. The 
Christm as smorgasbord, since 
1958, 
has been held annually 
the first Thursday evening of 
the month. All 500 members

Fred Hultquist, M rs. 
Vincent 
Lindeen, Miss Mildred Berg­ 
strom . . . . and you could tell 
by their cooking. 


This smorgasbord 
over the 
years has become a traditional 
thing, in menu and presentation. 
Five 
hundred guests is

(A P) — Pfc. Eugene Hicks, 20, 
punched and pulled at his ma. 
chine gun that had jammed for 
the 
sixth tim e 
in as 
many 
minutes and wondered why, in 
the midst of the noises of the 
bloody 
battlefield, 
he 
wasn't 
scared . 
" I was sort of elated I was 
shaping up so well, that my 
reaction to fire was so good," 
Hicks recalled, 
rem em bering 
back to Sunday morning when 
his 30-man platoon stumbled on 
a large Viet Cong force, en­ 
gaged 
them, 
and 
took heavy 
casu alties. 
Hicks, 
from 
Chicago, 
HI., 
didn't realize until he crawled 
a cro ss the battlefield afterw ard 
how bad it had been. 
" I just thought the men were 
lying down there to keep out of 
the way of our own artillery 
that had been coming in pretty 
close and even spraying dirt 
a c ro ss my b ack ," Hicks said. 
"B u t then I saw the blood, the 
head 
wounds, 
the 
bodies all 
tw isted. Those 
men weren't 
alive. Oh, 
it was Black Sun­ 
d ay ." 
L ik e others in the ill-fated 
Platoon from C Company, 1st 
Battalion, 16th Regim ent, Hicks 
had 
been 
wounded before in 
Vietnam, the first tim e in the 
thigh with m ortar fragm ents on 
his first day in the field. 
"T h e first tim e I was in ac­ 
tion, and hit, I was so scared. 
But this tim e, I don't know why, 
but I reacted good," Hicks said. 
The 
machine-gunner's 
pla­ 
toon, patrolling Indian file three 
m iles 
north 
of this 
Special 
F o rces camp in Communist War 
Zone C , spotted four or five uni­ 
formed Viet Cong 50 yards away 
bolting into the jungled edge of 
a clearin g. 
"T h e platoon sergeant shout­ 
ed 
'Open F ire !' and an ava. 
lanche of bullets cam e back at 
us. 
As many of us as could 
squeezed down behind a big log 
for cov er. 
Then the sergeant 
sent me back to the rear be­ 
cause we started getting fire 
from th e re ," Hicks said. 
The enemy force proved to be 
at least a Viet Cong company 
eager for battle and vastly out­ 
numbering the Am erican group. 
The forward artillery observ­ 
er 1st L t. Alfred J . 
Carter 
J r ., of Scranton, P a., tried to 
i f'veo the sides by calling 
in 
j immediate a rtille ry fire , 
persevered even though a hai 
set 
was shoe out of his hand 
and a radio blown up. 
The battalion com m ander,Lt. 
Col. Rufus C . Lazzel of Spring­ 
field, 
V a., 
was 
overhead in 
minutes in his bubble-topped 
helicopter. 
He 
started 
cor- 
rocting the fire , twisting and 
turning over the battlefield. 
The fire fight on the ground 
U sied about 12 minutes. The 
Viet Cong surged toward the 
fallen tree behind which most of 
t:ie UJS. platoon were hiding. 
Covered by intense flanking 
machine-gun fire, 11 Viet Cong 
suldiers swarmed acro ss the 
tree 
trunk. 
But 
there 
were 
enough Am ericans alive to kill 
every one of them. 
When the assistant 1st Divi-

Bernard W. Rogers of Law­ 
ren ce, Kan., touched down in 
his helicopter soon a fte r, he 
found Am erican bodies twisted 
over those of the Viet'Cong. 
Hicks kept fighting to keep his 
machine gun firing during the 
battle. His ammunition bearer 
was hit in the arm 4beside him 
and bullets whipped by, "but I 
guess I was lu ck y," he said. 
The constant artillery pound­ 
ing was driving the enemy main 
force away. In all 487 rounds 
were thrown into the little bat­ 
tlefield in the first 19 minutes. 
A lull settled over the jungle, 
and Capt. Luther L . French of 
Monroe, L a ., responding to a 
frantic call for help, landed his 
helicopter in a clearing. 
"It 
was 
a 
bloody 
sig h t," 
French recalled. "T h e wounded 
who were waving to me were 
covered with blood. There was 
still sm all-arm s fire .” 
Hicks, dazed with the realiza­ 
tion that most of his friends 
were dead, staggered tothe hel­ 
icopter, 
helped 
in 
three 
wounded, and sprawled in him­ 
self. 
" I hated to do it, l>ut in that 
heat and because of the trees 
around us, I had to leave Hicks 
behind," French said. 
Hicks* eyes popped when Gen. 
Rogers stepped out of the next 
helicopter, his star glinting in 
the noonday sun. 
The general's aide, 1st L t. 
Christopher J . Needels of Acco- 
m ac, Va., with automatic rifle 
at the ready, began helping the 
general to police up the battle­ 
field. 
A 
medic, 
his 
medical bag 
open, lay dead amid the bodies 
of five soldiers who had been 
wounded 
and 
were 
awaiting 
treatm ent. 
By noon, the Am erican dead 
and wounded had been lifted out 
by helicopter, the bodies of 26 
Viet Cong counted, and about a 
dozen assorted weapons co llect­ 
ed. 


Then the area was left to the 
a rtille ry . Heavy shells racked 
the area all afternoon and eve­ 
ning, seeking 
the fleeing Viet 
Cong fo rce. 
Hicks was the only m em ber 
of the platoon at Suoi D i Mon­ 
day. He had been assigned to 
another platoon. 


" I ’ m nervous 
and shaken," 
he 
said, “ but if my platoon 
goes 
out tomorrow, I'll 
go 
with them .”

thousand, eight hundred 
and 
forty

seven separate 
and 
distance 
tim es 
prior to four 
o'clock . This coincided, rough­ 
ly, with the arrival of a copious 
parcel of letters from 
bird 
lovers who said, "Why are you 
so 
mean 
to our 
feathered 
frie n d s?" This, is of course, 
because I rashly, admitted re ­ 
cently that I restrained m yself 
from 
setting out 
num-nums 
and din-dins for the p asserines. 
"Why are 
you so heartless 
about feeding b ird s?" 
"T h e 
birds need your 
a ssista n ce ." 
I don't even provide a bird 
bath. If they can't jolly well 
wash in the pond, they can stay 
dirty. What's bugging us, 
of 
course, is 
a great difference 
in situations •• the 
farm ways 
against the other kind, and the 
fact that I do feed birds. I have 
some 80 a cre s of forage, and 
from the first fat crow 
who 
loops in at the first whisper 
of 
spring 
to the wraithlike 
snow buntings that ride a Febru- 
ary 
blizzar.d, my place 
is 
combed from 
end to end. It 
amounts to a 
£air -sized sanc­ 
tuary which the birds claim as 
their own, and if you could hear 
the yellow • hammer in 
the 
punky limb of the maple on the 
front lawn jaw me out when I 
walk by to get the mail you'd 
think 
he 
held the mortgage. 
I don't have to feed birds on 
both counts - for their pleasure 
or for mine. I have never seen 
an 
underprivileged 
bird in 
these parts, and too much whip- 
poor • will in the small hours 


overdoes the gratitude by 
a 
blithe 
or two. I am overpaid 
in song. At that tim e, anyway. 
I have no idea what a whip-poor- 
will finds to sing about all by 
him self. 
One year a game warden came 
and 
released a crate of ring- 
necked 
pheasants 
in 
my o r­ 
chard, and they cam e to 
the 
poultry yard and 
fed from the 
hoppers right along with 
the 
Rhode Island Reds. All summer 
I fed these "W ild " creatu res, 
and they 
were delicious. The 
game warden came back a day 
or so before the hunting season 
opened and tried to make out a 
big case that I had been poach­ 
ing. 
He 
said 
I had done an 
evil and wicked thing. I replied. 
"T h a t's 
right 1" I didn't give 
him 
any argument. I was kind 
of hoping he would come back 
again and release some more, 
but he does this 
now over the 
other way about five m iles. That 
is the only tim e lev er spent any 
money to feed birds, and I must 
admit it was a rewarding 
ex­ 
perience. 


1 will take that back. I do 
toss bread to the gorbies. 
I 
suppose 
the urban, or house­ 
hold, 
bird fancier never sees 
these gorbies. They are 
the 
Canada 
jay, a gray bird about 
like the 
blue jay, but strictly 
a 
wilderness 
creatu re. They 
tam e, if you call it that, quick­ 
ly, and within 
a 
few minutes 
you can have them coming to 
perch on your hand 
to snatch 
goodies. The scavenge around 
camp sites and lumber opera­ 
tions, 
and 
I 
have 
no 
idea 
what they do with all the stuff 
they pick up and lug away. If a 
gorbie 
ever ate 
all he flies 
away he’d 
be too fat to fly. 
I 
can't 
m yself, 
begin 
to 
identify all the birds 
we have 
around the place, although 
I 
have a big bird book and once 
In a while 
I'll look one up. 
When 
the 
youngsters 
were 
sm all they used to paste a gold 
star on the picture of each bird 
they identified, but they were 
competitive ai>out this and I see 
they starred a number of birds 
that never come this way, in­ 
cluding two extinct species. But 
all the sam e, they used a lot of 
sta rs. I can tell a blue heron 
from a 
stake • driver, 
but a 
go-xl 
many of the w arblers 
up 
In the 
woods baffle me. 
I 
am 
surprised to see 
the 
great 
number 
of birds with 
stars — even making allowances 
for juvenile enthusiasm 
it is 
a good number. 
The yellow - hammer in 
the 
maple had quite a tim e. He a r­ 


rived early and spent a 
day 
sizing things up. Then 
he be­ 
gan, 
and chips 
flew 
In all 
directions. 1 should 
think 
a 
tame yellow - hammer would 
be 
as 
useful 
around the 
place as 
a chain saw, if you; 
could get one to apply himself. 
As he dug in, his tail gradually 
worked Into the hole, and 
he 
would 
pop out backwards ev­ 
ery once In a while and shake 
his head 
to 
get 
the 
saw­ 
dust out of his mouth. About the 
time ne got the hole where he 
wanted it a red squirrel came 
around and looked in, 
and 
the touse 
was about on a par 
with the Franco - Prussian w ar. 
They 
ultimately arrived 
at 
some understanding, I guess. 
The redwings in the reeds by 
the pond 
are sharp-tongued, 
too. I walk by on peaceful m is­ 
sions, and they call me things. 
They fly up in the a ir

I don't 
seem to be able to please them. 
Very 
different from the wood 
thrush 
who helps 
me 
cut 
lum ber. He com es and 
sits 
and 
advises 
me in sweet 
song — about 
the sw eetest of 
any of our birds. I've left some 
crum bs 
on 
stumps, 
but he 
doesn't seem to 
want 
to go 
on 
charity. Chickadees come 
and chatter about many things 
and clean up the crum bs, 
but 
my 
only rapport with the wood 
thrush is the lingering melody. 
I've 
got 
phoebes, bobo­ 
links, robins, and all such as 
that. They are all on their own, 
we have not inaugurated a Great 
Society 
program here. I have 
had 
no complaints

yet, 
from the birds.

The average fam ily's water- 
using equipment has just about 
doubled in the last 10 years, 
according tothe Plumbing-Heat- 
Ing-Cooling 
Information 
Bu­ 
reau. 
And that same family 
uses nearly twice as much hot 
water 
during 
the 
summer 
months as it does the rest of 
the year. 
This places an ex­ 
tra-heavy burden on your wat­ 
er heater, the Bureau points 
out. 
If you're constantly running 
out of hot water, you probahly 
need a 
bigger 
capacity tank 
or a heater with a faster " r e ­ 
covery r a te ," (That means the 
heater replenishes its hot wat­ 
er supply fa ster.) 
Many older 
homes have water heaters that 
are only 30-gallon or have a 
slow recovery rate. They were 
installed when the household's 
water needs were less or be­ 
cause the builder skimped on 
the heater to cut costs. 
Such 
heaters a re obsolete even if 
they're still functioning smooth­ 
ly from the mechanical stand­ 
point. 
Most fem ilies today need a 
40 or 50-gallon heater to keep 
them in hot water at all tim es.

Battle Survivor Surprised to 
Find Most ol His Buddies Dead 


EDITOR'S NOTE — For the 
second time in two weeks, a 
U.S. infantry platoon has taken 
heavy casualties in Vietnam.

chine gun that had jammed tor

minutes and wondered why, in 
the midst of the noises of the 
bloody battlefield, he wasn’t 
scared. 
“ I was sort of elated I was 
shaping up so well, that my 
reaction to fire was so good,” 
Hicks recalled, 
remembering 
back to Sunday morning when 
his 30-man platoon stumbled on 
a large Viet Cong force, en­ 
gaged tile rn, and took heavy 
ca sualties. 
Hick*, 
from Chicago, QI., 
didn't realize until he crawled 
across the battlefield afterward 
how bad it had been. 
"I just thought the men were 
lying down there to keep out of 
the way of our own artillery 
that had been coming in pretty 
close and even spraying dirt 
across my back,'* Hicks said. 
"But then I saw the blood, the 
head wounds, the bodies all 
twisted. Those 
men weren't 
alive. Oh, it was Black Sun­ 
day." 
Like others in the ill-fated 
Platoon from C Company, 1st 
Battalion, 16th Regiment, Hicks 
had been wounded before in 
Vietnam, the first time in the 
thigh with mortar fragments on 
his first day in the field. 
"The first time I was in ac­ 
tion, and hit, I was so scared. 
But this time, I don't know why, 
but I reacted good," Hicks said. 
Tile 
machine-gunner's pla­ 
toon, patrolling Indian file three 
miles 
north of this Special 
Forces camp in Communist War 
Zoia’ C, spotted four or five uni­ 
formed Viet Cong SO yards a way 
baiting into the jungled edge of 
a clearing. 
"The platoon sergeant shout­ 
ed 'CA*»n Fire!' and an ava­ 
lanche of bullets came back at 
us. 
As many of us as could 
squeezed down behind a big log 
for cover. 
Then the sergeant 
sent me back to the rear be­ 
cause we started getting fire 
from tile r e ," Hicks sal J. 
Tile enemy force proved to be 
at least a Viet Cong company 
eager tor battle and vastly out­ 
numbering the American group. 
The forward artillery observ­ 
er 1st Lt. Alfred J . 
Carter 
Jr ., of Scranton, Pa., tried to 
I **veu the sides by callutg

j immeu*at*f artillery fire. ifs 
persevered even though a ham! 
set 
was shot out of his land 
and a radio blown up. 
The battalion commander,Lt. 
Col. Rufus C .L azzel of Spring­ 
field, Va., was overhead In 
minutes in his bubble-topped 
helicopter.

recting the fire, twisting and 
turning over the battlefield. 
The fire fight on the ground 
lasted about 12 minutes. The 
Viet Cong surged toward the 
fallen tree behind which most of 
tut UJs. platoon were hiding.

sion commander, Brig. Gen. 
Bernard W. Rogers of Law­ 
rence, Kan., touched down in 
his helicopter soon after, he 
found American bodies twisted 
over those of the Viet'Cong. 
Hicks kept fighting to keep his 
machine gun firing'flu ring the 
battle. His ammunition bearer 
was hit in the arm*beside him 
and bullets whipped by, "but I 
guess I was lucky," he said. 
The constant artUlery pound­ 
ing was driving the enemy main 
force away. In all 487 rounds 
were thrown into the little bat­ 
tlefield in the first 19 minutes. 
A lull settled over the jungle, 
and Cap!. Luther L . French of 
Monroe, L a., responding to a 
frantic call for help, landed his 
helicopter in a clearing. 
"It 
was 
a bloody sight," 
French recalled. "The wounded 
who were waving to me were 
covered with blood. There was 
still small-arms fire ." 
Hicks, dazed with the realiza­ 
tion that most of his friends 
were dead, staggered to the hel­ 
icopter, 
helped 
in 
three 
wounded, and sprawled in him­ 
self. 
"I hated to do it, lait in that 
heat and because of the trees 
around us, I had to leave Hicks 
behind,” French said. 
Hicks* eyes popped when Gen. 
Rogers stepped out of the next 
helicopter, his star glinting in 
the noonday sun. 
The general's aide, 1st Lt. 
Christopher J . Needels of Acco­ 
mac, Va., with automatic rifle 
at the ready, began helping the 
general to police up the battle­ 
field. 
A 
medic, his medical bag 
open, lay dead amid the bodies 
of five soldiers who had been 
wounded and 
were awaiting 
treatment. 
By noon, the American dead 
and wounded had been lifted out 
by helicopter, the bodies of 26 
Viet Cong counted, and about a 
dozen assorted weapons collect­ 
ed. 


Then the area was left to the 
artillery. Heavy shells racked 
the area all afternoon and eve­ 
ning, seeking 
the fleeing Viet 
Cong force. 
Hicks was the only member 
of the platoon at Suoi Du Mon­ 
day. He had been assigned to 
another platoon. 


"I'm nervous and shaken,"

said, "but if my platoon

out tomorrow, 111

The scavenge around 
camp sites and lumber opera­ 
tions, and I have no 
idea 
what they do with all the stuff 
they pick up and lug away. If a 
gorbie 
ever ate 
all he files 
away he'd 
be too tot to fly. 
I can’t myself,

identify all the birds we have 
around the place, although

have a big bird book and once

CHARLESTON - A confronts, 
tion between the state tax com­ 
m ission and M ississippi coun­ 
ty taxpayers Tuesday did 
not 
change 
the feelings of either 
group about the 60 per cent in­ 
c re a se in autom obile 
a s s e s s ­ 
m ents o rdered in the county by 
the com m ission la st 
sum m er. 
The 
com m ission, 
rep­ 
resented at the hearing in the 
C ircuit Courtroom by C hair­ 
man Hunter Phillips, membei 
C arl E , Du vis, and two 
stafi 
m em bers, held to its conten­ 
tion that autom obiles in 
the 
county a re und erassessed . 
Even with the 
60 per cent 
in crease. Phillips argued, auto 
assessm en ts here a re not quite 
up to the 30 percent 
of true 
value required by the com m is­ 
sion. 
Most 
M ississippi Countians 
interview ed after the meeting 
still believe the 
60 per cent 
in crease was unw arranted. 
The 
com m ission, which had 
its agents scrutinizing the files 
of County A ssesso r Ed DeField 
from Thursday through Tues­ 
day, pointed out num erous al­ 
leged defiencies and inequali­ 
tie s in the assessm ent methods 
used here. 
Phillips alleged DeField re­ 
fuses to use the com m ission’s 
book of suggested values to be 
assigned by all a s se ss o rs in 
M issouri to every make 
and 
model 
of 
autom obile, truck, 
house tra ile r, airplane, 
bus, 
industrial machine and motor 
boat. “ Your a s se ss o r,” Phil­ 
lips said, “ was assessing auto­ 
m obiles on the sam e basis that 
he 
assessed other property.” 
The chairm an said a 
ratio 
study for 1965, which shows the 
percentage of assessed value 
to tru e value showed M issis­ 
sippi County’s ratio to be the 
lowest in the state. It was 
fourth from the bottom in 1966, 
he added. 
Replying to the allegation that 
M ississippi 
County 
vehicles 
a re under - assessed , DeField 
said 
he 
used 
auto dealer’s 
Red Book instead of the book­ 
let recom m ended by the com­ 
m ission. 
He said he places 
vehicles on the tax book at 30 
per cent of the value In the 
Red 
Book. 
“ This is 
the 
book 
auto 
d ealers 
used 
throughout the country to deter­ 
mine the value of autom obiles,” 
DeField declared. 
The chairm an also said 
a 
list prepared by the Division 
of 
Motor Vehicle R egistra­ 
tion shows 
8,727 
auto and 
truck licenses issued in Mis­ 
sissippi County. He said Tax

Phillips said, the property was

so they could make

T7ie sam e applies to a s s e s s ­ 
ment of urban property, De- 
Field said. He said his office 
looks at 
adjoining property 
and trie s to put a recently-sold 
piece of real 
estate on the 
books at a amount 
com para­ 
b le to the property adjoining it. 
The 
tax com m ission ch a ir­ 
man said m erchants and manu­ 
fac tu re r’s assessm en ts 
a re 
also too 
low in M ississippi 
County. He cited one im plem ent 
dealer with a $250,000 inven­ 
tory 
assessed at $5,000 
or 
two per cent. He said one auto 
dealer with a $75,000 
inven­ 
tory 
is assessed 
at $5,000, 
or five per cent. 
DeField said it is not the a s ­ 
se sso r’s fault if m erchants re ­ 
port inventories which a re not 
accu rate. He cited a M issou­ 
ri’s statute which says it is the 
duty of the 
a s se ss o r to visit 
each place of business, obtain 
inform ation from the m erchant, 
and 
report this inform ation to 
the board of equalization 
if 
corrections seem to be 
in 
ord er, “ I am just one m em ber 
of the board of equalization,” 
DeField said. 
Phillips 
agreed that if 
the 
a s se ss o r had notified the board 
of 
equalization, and if it took 
no 
action, then he is not 
to 
blam e, except as one m em ber 
of the 
board, for inadequate 
m erchants assessm en ts. 
On one point, DeField agreed 
with Phillips that an 
a s s e s s ­ 
ment 
was too low. The com ­ 
m ission 
chairm an had cited 
a 
$10,000 
assessm ent of a 
trucking firm with 18 tra c to rs 
and 17 sem i • tra ile rs . He said 
the c o rrec t assessm ent figure 
should have been $94,000. 
DeField at first contended the 


eluding 
an 
investigation 
of 
leased equipm ent of some $400 
m illion worth of assessm ents 
om itted the previous year. 
He said a new form for local 
assessm en t 
of u tilities'prop- 
erty was not used in M ississip­ 
pi County last year. “ Had the 
asse sso r used our automobile 
book on one 
of the utilities 
reporting in your county its a s ­ 
sessm ent would have been in­ 
creased m ore than 50 per cent,” 
Phillips said. 
“ We have attem pted to raise 
assessm en ts in your county,” 
Phillips said, “ because it costs 
m ore to operate schools and 
governm ent of all types. We’ve 
attem pted to work with the local 
a sse sso r to get some raised, 
and he inform ed us that the 
county judges need m ore money, 
but refused to do anything about 
equalizing assessm ents, stating 
he would ra th e r the State Tax 
Com m ission 
would 
order 
a 
raise. 
“ We 
at 
the 
com m ission,” 
Phillips 
continued, “ are op­ 
posed to 'blanket' raises be­ 
cause they only compound the 
injustice. We may be forced to 
give you a ra ise so you will be 
able to keep your government 
going. 
We hope not,” he said. 
In conclusion, Phillips said 
he was shocked at the condition 
of the county courthouse, and 
said he would probably have 
voted against the November 8 
bond issue because the money 
needed 
for this improvement 
should, 
in his opinion, come 
from raising assessm ents. 
He said M ississippi County is- 
one 
of 
the 
richest 
he has 
visited in M issouri, with fine 
farm s, 
good 
im provem ents, 
good hom es, nice towns, good 
autom obiles, and good farm m a­ 
chinery -- and he wondered why 
it can't spent $30,000 on r e ­ 
pairing the courthouse. 
Phillips said the com m ission 
had ordered auto assessm ent 
in creases in 4 4 counties --fro m 
10 to 100 per cent. 
“ We did 
not do it,” lie said, “ to pick 
on anyone, but to try to equalize 
assessm en t and get the valua­ 
tion up where it should be for 
the benefit of the local author­ 
ities and schools.” 
R epresentative David Rowling 
asked sev eral questions of the 
chairm an, attem pting to get him 
to adm it the com m ission’s book 
of autom obile values was based 
on 40 per cent of true value, 
while real property is assessed 
at 30 percent of the true value.

When I was a boy the gift that 
meant m ost to me at C h rist­ 
m as tim e was a book.

journeys 
and 
activities of the 
frontiersm en 
and pioneers who went west by- 
tra il and riv e r routes and ac­ 
com plished the winning of the 
west. 
We seem to forget our heri­ 
tage in the good tim es, but when 
troubles beset us we go back to 
such books as these to examine 
our own sources as a nation and 
our story as a people. It is good 
to rem em ber this at C hristm as 
TIME AS WE *k forw ard to the 
New Year and ponder what the 
future will hold. 
To the existence of the fron­ 
tie r 
had its hold on A m erica, 
chiefly 
distinguish American 
institutions 
and 
character 
from those of the Old World. 
The m astery of the frontier is 
the great Romance of A m erica 
and the story engages the great­ 
e st alTdWion ofOifl'pedple. Lfltag 
after 
the passing interest in 
most 
current literatu re, 
the 
great source 
books 
and fine 
secondary works 
on W estern 
history 
will rem ain 
to en­ 
lighten, 
instruct and en ter­ 
tain. 
While the concept of a fron-

had its hold on A m erica,-

frontier 
was not a b ar­ 
rie r 
shutting 
som ething out, 
but a 
gateway

en­ 
tran ce. As our frontier moved 
westward 
our hopes and our 
am bitions moved along with it. 
Somehow, 
as 
we 
faced th e 1 
setting 
sun, a 
certainty ex­ 
isted that we could sta rt over 
again; that no m atter what our 
present conditions, som ewhere 
in that im m ense vastness op­ 
portunity awaited. 
Suddenly, as A m ericans knew 
it, the fro n tier ceased (o ex ist. 
No m ore advancing into a wild­ 
ern e ss, no unsettled areas, not 
even a sparsely populated area 
to test our 
ingenuity. Of

certainty, we developed indus­ 
tria l 
and business 
frontiers, 
but have they satisfied the re st­ 
lessness that is the true h eri­ 
tage of the Am erican people? Is 
it this restle ssn e ss that Is get­ 
ting 
so many of 
our 
teen- 
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agers into trouble today? Are 
we 
doing anything about 
it? 
And speaking of teen-agers, 
I am thinking of 
13-year-old 
John Sager, whose m other and 
father died along the Oregon 
T rail. The m em bers

wagon train decided to split up

children among 
them , 
but 
John, 
on hearing 
this, 
decided 
to keep his 
family 
together — five

low torches In the night, 
sym bolizing the C hrist Child’s 
light coming into the world and 
entering 
each humble abode. 
Inside, the houses are gay with 
happy faces, 
waiting for 
the 
Santo Nino. 
Grownups and children join In 
the 
gam es 
and m errym aking 
until it is tim e to go to mid­ 
night m ass. After the m ass and 
they walk home in the 
clear, 
frosty night, there Is 
the ex­ 
citem ent of breaking 
the P i- 
nata. An olla (a thin earthen­ 
w are ja r) Is suspended from 
the ceiling. The children are 
blindfolded and strik e at the ja r 
with a stick. The 
lucky one 
sm ashes 
the 
ja r and 
when 
candy and toys fall to the floor 
every one scram bles 
for the 
gifts. 
C hristm as 
m orning 
the 
children 
go from door to 
door and sing C hristm as songs 
in 
Spanish. 
They are given 
candy, oranges and nuts 
and 
scam per on to the next door. 
A play often seen in 
New 
Mexico towns in the 
C h rist­ 
mas 
season 
is “ Los P as- 
to re s,” 
an im provised v e r­ 
sion of the Three Wise Men, 
the shepherds and the S tar of 
Bethlehem . 
The play probably 
originated 
with Lope deVega, 
the great 
Spanish playwright, 
and since New Mexico, 
was, 
and to a 
great 
extent 
still 
is, a pastoral land, this shep- 
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herd 
dram a 
has been deep­ 
ly 
cherished 
and presented 
through the y ea rs. Som etim es, 
as in Albuquerque, 
three 
or 
four casts present the play In 
different p arts of town 
at the 
sam e tim e, vying with each 
other for the best production. 
Albuquerque Is a m ost beauti­

When I was a boy the gift that 
meant most to me at Christ­ 
mas time was a book.

precious. 
Through the years I 
have collected the books on the 
Old West; they now fill a large 
library. As I thumb through

books, 
some old and 
worn, with back 
strips tom 
and pages foxed, it brings back 
memories of many happy hours 
spent 
delving into the lives, 
ideals, work, 
journeys 
and 
activities of the frontiersmen 
and pioneers who went west by 
trail and river routes and ac­ 
complished the winning of the 
west. 
We seem to forget our heri­ 
tage in the good times, but when 
troubles beset us we go back to 
such books as these to examine 
our own sources ss s nation and 
our story as a people. It is good 
to remember this at Christmas 
TIME AS WE *k forward to the 
New Year and ponder what the 
future will hold.

CAPITOL 


REPRESENTATIVES MAY 
BE CHALLENGED 
Fourteen years ago a 
state 
representative 
from 
C arroll 
County, Christian 
Stipp, then 
Majority Floor Leader, rose to 
the floor on the opening 
day 
of the 67th General Assembly 
and challenged the right of 
a 
newly elected representative to 
be seated because he did 
not 
live in the district from which 
he had been elected. 
That representative, Harry C. 
Raiffie (D-St. Louis), and six 
other m embers of the Legisla­ 
ture, 
may face the 
same 
challenge Jan. 4 when the 74th 
session 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly convenes. 
After six 
term s in 
the 
Legislatm , 
Raiffie has not 
changed 
his 
residency. 
He served 
as 
Democratic caucus chairman in 
the last session, and probably 
will hold that 
position again 
this year. 
The other six legislators in­ 
clude Sen. Michael Kinney, Rep­ 
resentatives Raymond Howard, 
Thomas A. Walsh, Paul 
J. 
Simon, Franklin 
Payne 
and 
John P. O'Reilly, 
all 
of St. 


Louis. 
Several Republican represen­ 
tatives have called for 
a test 
of the qualifications of 
these 
seven legislators before 
they 
are seated. 
The State Con­ 
stitution 
requires 
senators 
and 
representatives 
to have 
been residents of their districts 
for a year prior to 
election. 
Only last Thursday, Secretary 
of State jam es C. Kirkpatrick 
received a letter asking him to 
consider the qualifications 
of 
the representatives. The Sec­ 
retary of state is responsible 
for calling the General Assem­ 
bly into session and 
adminis­ 
tering the oath of office 
to 
m em bers. 
Kirkpatrick said, 
however, 
that precedent 
probably 
will 
prevent him from acting cm the 
m atter, unless he were ordered 
to do otherwise. When Raiffie’s 
qualifications were challenged 
in 1953, W alter Toberman was 
Secretary of state. 
When Rep. stipp 
raised the 
issue, Speaker of the 
House 
Roy Hamlin raised 
the con­ 
stitutional question of whether 
the Secretary had any authority 
over the m atter. 
Toberman 
upheld the point of order, and. 
Raiffie was seated over Stipp’s 
objection. 
Ironically, the 
Republican 
Party held the m ajority in that 
session of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives and yet the ques­ 
tion of Raiffle's qualifications 
was bypassed. 
Kirkpatrick, 
however, 
is 
checking 
the legal 
implica­ 
tions, and has asked 
Attorney 
General Norman Anderson 
to 
advise him. Anderson said that 
no official opinion will be ren­ 
dered, but that his office 
is 
studying the m atter. 
The added irony in Raiffie's 
case is that he came close to 
being defeated in the last elec­ 
tion. 
After defeating 
M rs. 
Ruth C. P orter 
in the Demo­ 
cratic Prim ary for the 
72nd 
D istrict seat, M rs. Porter ran 
in the general election 
with 
wide support as 
an indepen­ 
dent candidate. 
M rs. 
P orter 
is a Negro and 
Raiffie's dis­ 
trict is largely Negro popula­ 
tion. 
Although 
the 
Constitution 
states that each house 
shall 
be the "so le" 
judge of the 
qualifications of its mem bers, 
the issue may be taken to the 
courts, if the legislators ignore 
the 
Constitution. 
Secretary 
Kirkpatrick said he planned to 
make a statem ent 
as 
soon 
as possible on his position, so 
that he would not delay 
any 
possible court actions. 
NEW STATE LICENSE 
TO APPEAR JAN. I 
M issouri 
automobiles 
will 
begin appearing about the first 
of January sporting the state's 
new white on dark green license 
plates, 
signalling 
an end to 
the issuance of stickers which 
have been used to display ex­ 
piration dates. 
Since July I, the state 
quit 
issuing the stickers 
and dis­ 
tributed new license 
plates, 
still in the 
maroon 
color. 
Since plate changes will re­ 
main staggered by months, Mis­ 
souri automobiles will perpe­ 


tually have two different colors 
during the same year, 
but 
color 
changes 
will be made 
every year. 
Next year's color has not yet 
been selected. However, a de­ 
cision will be made within 
a 
month. 
The Department 
of 
Revenue indicated that 
future 
plate colors 
would be 
the 
same as Missouri has used in 
previous years.
